SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording entitled Hemmungstose Schulerinnen is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This classification is for the following reasons. The video recording promotes the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. It contains three scenes that 
depict adults as young persons engaging in sexual activity with each other and their 
respective teachers. The sexual activity is depicted in an explicit manner. The 
intention of the publication is to sexualise young persons for an adult audience. A 
fourth scene presents adults engaging in sexual activity depicted in an explicit 
manner. 

The excision of the three scenes which promote the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes was recommended. However, the owner of the video recording 
failed to respond to the notice of excision within the specified time period. Therefore, 
under s33(3) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC 
Act) the Classification Office shall classify the video recording according to s23. 
Because the recommended excision was not made the availability of the video 
recording is likely to be injurious to the public good in its present form. Therefore, the 
video recording is classified as objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act. 

Section 3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act is a deeming provision that cannot be given a 
meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms outlined in the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). This is a restriction on the right to freedom of 
expression that is both reasonable and justified, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
